About the Railway. 

The unfortunate delay which has 
attendee! the commencement of this 
great enterprise npoyi vhiph the hopes 
of generations mul Ahfl/'oourse of em- 
pire hinge, has givqn/fise to the most 
painful suspense in this comunity, and 
it is to be feared that present duty is 
lost sight of in the eagerness of anxi- 
ety as to what shwTC' the railway 
scheme shall assumeVfllnstead of up- 
braiding, however, wo shall enden- 
vor to throw some littU) light on the 
all absorbing question. The fifty-fifth 
section of the Charter granted to Sir 
Hugh Allan and those nssoi iated with 
him reads as follows:— 

•'That it shall bo lawful fur the Gov- 
ernment, by Order to bo published in the 
Canada Gazette, on or before tho first day 
of May, 1871, to tloclaro this charter and 
the several provisions thereof, and all 
contracts and agreements made there- 
under botween the Government and the 
Company to bo null and void, if the Com- 
pany have not by the first day of January 
last preceding that date, made arrange- 
ments to tho satisfaction of tho Govern- 
ment for raising tho money required 
for tho construction and working of the 
said railway." 

So far, then, tho matter is perfectly 
clear. The Company have till the end 
of the present year to demonstrate to 
the Government their ability to float 
successfully tho gigantic scheme. If, 
by the first day of January next, they 
shall not have done so, it will bo com- 
petent for the Government by Order 
in Council to annul the charter at any 
time between that day and tho first of 
May following. Is thero a reasonable 
prospect of tho Company being suc- 
cessful ? In endeavoring to supply an 
answer to this important question, we 
find ourselves drifting into the field of 
speculation; and, consequently, what 
we saymust just he taken for whatever 
the reader may conceive it to be worth. 
Notwithstanding the announcements 
to the contrary which we were led to 
make some time ago, there is too much 
reason to fear that the efforts of Sir 
Hugh in England were not attended 
■with that measure of success many 
were induced to holieve. Nevertheless, 
it does not seem improbablo that 
the Company may have a proposition 
to submit to the Government, whereby, 
, upon certain modifications in the mone- 
tary conditions of the charter, they 
would still conceive' themselves pre- 
pared to prosecute the enterprise. As 
to the precise nature and extent of the 
proposed modifications, we are not in 
a position to write with that degree of 
assured accuracy which would impart 
any great value to our words. On this 
point, two sets of rumors, so to speak, 
have found their way into public print. 
Oneistotho effect that permission 
would be asked to issue bonds to the 
extent of fifty thousand dollars per 
mile of railway, instead of forty 
thousand, as limited by tho char- 
ter; and that certain changes in 
the conditions regulating tho payment of 
the cash subsidy of thirty millions would 
also bo required. • The other is that the 
Company would propose to substi- 
tute tho Dominion guarantee of three per 
cont. interest upon tho whole sum necessa- 
ry to be raised in England, for the thirty 
million cash subsidy which tho Domin- 
ion Government has undertaken to pay to 
the Company. Which of these rumors is 
the correct one, or whether either is cor 
rect, wo do not pretend to say ; but there 
are circumstances which inolino us to 
think tho latter one not far off the mark. 
Yiowod as an abstract proposition, the 
last does not seem to be at all unreason- 
able. Nay, it has much to commend it to 
the favorable consideration of the coun- 
try. If tho interest of whatever sum may- 
be borrowed mustgo out of the country 
at all, it is perfectly clear that the lower 
the rate of interest the less money will 
Lave to bo withdrawn, and the more good, 
therefore, will tho expenditure do. We 
might enlarge on this part of the subject, 
did spaco permit If we wero asked as to 
tho probability of either of those, or 
any, concessions being made by tho Gov- 
ernmentto the Company of which Sir 
Hugh Allan is the head, wo would be 
compelled to admit inability to form an 
opinion even satisfactory to ourselves. If 
we accept the utterances of tlio press, they 
would conduct to the conclusion that 
there is no longer a disposition to treat 
with that Company, and Ministerial jour- 
nals have not hesitated openly to advocate 
that tho charter should bo abrogated and 
tho sanction of Parlioruent sought to have 
tho work undertaken by Government, 
like tho Intercolonial railway, the canals, 
or any other state work. And, we con- 
fess, there is much to bo said in favor of 
this course. If tlio necessary capital must 
bo raised on tho credit of a Dominion 
guarantee, as would appear to bo the case, 
Why should not the Dominion Govern- 
ment undertako the expenditure of the 
money thus raised? What wo aid bo gain- 
ed by tho atato by handing it over to a 
company, through whoso instrumentality 
much of it might pass out of the country? 
It is not proposed to discuss tho large 
quostion of tho rospoctivo merits of the 
general Govornmont and a joint stock 
company for tho carrying out of such 
works, but morcly to remark that, as 
matters now seem to present themselves, 
it does not appear undesirable or unlike- 
ly that tho Canadian Pacilic Railway 
should, after all, bo constructed and 
worked by the gcnoral Government, nts a 
groat national road, which it undoubtedly 
must be. It lias boon seen that tho Gov- 
ernment cannot deprive tho Company of 
tho ohartor before tho first of January; 
and it will be observed that tho consent 
of Parliament is essential to tho work bo- 
ing undertaken by tho Government. Par- 
liamont will moot early in January: so 
that thero need not bo much time lost, 
Considerations of space forbid our enfer- 
ingatproaenton a discuBsion oftheques. 



tionas to the probability of Parliament as- 
senting to tho proposition: but it is safe to 
sumo that, beyond completing the ex- 
ploritary surveys now going on, nothing 
will oe done until Parliament shall have 
been consulted. That this delay, harass- 
ing and hurtful to this Province as it is, 
will prove to bo only tomporary, and that 
tho work will bo 'proceeded with next 
year, in such form as Parliament may be 
pleased to direct, we do not entertain the 
slightest doubt. Meanwhile, howover, 
the chit/ of British Columbia is clear. 
Lot her firmly insist upon the fulllilment 
of the bond. In doing that, sho will not 
only bo just to herself, but she will be 
strengthening the hands of an adminis- 
tration whoso earnest desire is to push 
forward the work.

An Open Polar Sen- 

. 

In the last issue, of the Proceedings 
of the Royal Geographical Society for 
May 1873, there appears a paper by- 
Mr. A. C. Anderson, of which the tou- 
or may bo sufficiently gathered from 
the title, viz: " The Rationale of an 
Optm Sea in the North Polar ltogiou, 
considered with roferenc to analogous 
developments during winter in the 
Interior Lakes of North America." 

In tins paper the authorcontendi not 
only for tin; possibility of a continual- 
ly open sea within the icy barrier of the 
North as assorted by Wrangle and 
others, including recently the late Dr. 
Kane; but argues analogically from 
established premises that such condi- 
.tion may be predicated as a physical 
necessity, in view of the relations of 
the North Polar Basin with its bound- 
ing Continents, and the enormous 
deop-seatod drainage consequent there- 
on. As a corollary from the assumed 
existence of this. Open Sea or Polynia 
— which term ho employs as converti- 
ble for the marks or open waters of the 
interior Lakes— tho writer SUgests the 
development of a mitigated climate 
within the icy barrier, towards tho 
Polo— a supposition directly supported 
by the prolonged observations in the 
higher latitudes some 40 years ago of 
the Russian navigator Pachtnsoll', cor- 
roborated to a certain extent by tbe 
recent experience of Dr, Kane. 

The question of Polar discovery, 
we may add, is again under active 
agitation in scientific circles in Lon- 
don; for by the same issue of the So- 
ciety's Proceedings it appears that a 
fresh expedition is being organized to 
start in the Summer of 1874— condi- 
tionally, however, on the Government 
cooperation being meanwhile secured, 
of which there seems to bo a little 
question. It is proposed that tho new 
attempt shall be made by the lino of 
Smith Sound; and, with tho varied 
appliances that .will be brought to bear, 
it is confidently hoped that a solution 
of the great goographical problem 
will at' length bo accomplished. 

The Mystery of a Gunny Sack. — A 
gentleman of this city, who has boon to 
Constantinople, and who entertains a 
vivid recollection of tho way Turks dis- 
pose of unfaithful wives and superlluous 
babies, was crossing James Bay Bridge 
yesterday morning on his way to take up 
p. tin claim. Tho tide was out, and tho 
mudflats bare. When halfway across ho 
paused to watch Phcebus' fiery chariot 
climbing the Eastern horizon. Present- 
ly his eye wandered from things heavenly 
to things o irtldy, and soon ho espied at 
tho edge of low-water mark, and lifting 
up and down by tho swash of the tide as 
it beat lazily on the flat, a gunny sack! 
Now there is nothing remarkable about 
a guuny-sack itself, but sometimes very 
remarkable objects find their way into 
ono. And there was a something in this 
sack — something that had tho shapo of a 
body. The more lie looked at it tho more 
he became convinced that tho something 
was tho dead body of a— a— child. Back 
across the bridge the gentleman How and 
arrived breathless at tho Barracks. In- 
spector Bowden was on hand with accus- 
tomed alacrity. On the way back a legal 
limb was met and informed of the mys- 
terious sack. He assisted to row a boat 
to tho spot. Tho sack was secured and 
a string, which was tied about its mouth, 
.cut, and t he body of a big blaok dog came 
to view. Tho Inspector remarked that it 
was an awful shipwreck, becauso a bark 
was lost forever, and the three returned 
sadly to shore. 

A Lively Pastor. - A Congregational 
Church in Paterson, Now York, has been 
robbed of about $5'J, which had boon de- 
posited in the contribution bos in tho 
vestibule. Tho box was not broken. It 
is reported that tho key to the box is hold 
by tho pastor, the ltev. S. M. Hageman. 
No suspicion is entertained against the 
pastor. His connection with tho church, 
however, is about to be dissolved for other 
reasons. He is a talented but erratic 
young man, a devotee oftob.tooo, a favor- 
ite with tho girls, a singer in a quartet, 
and an active member oi a base ball nine. 
He also writes poetry and plays chess. 
Tho old-fashioned members of tho church 
are now looking for an old mm who has 
bad the email pox, and who is too still' to 
make tho distance between bases. 



St. Andrew's Church. — The annual 
congregational meeting of this church 
took place last evening, when tho usual 
business was transacted. Tho report shows 
a material increase during the year, both 
in attendance, membership and linancial 
rocoipts, tho increase in tho latter from 
ordinary sources being $700. Tho total 
disbursements during tho year amounted 
to $6,600 (>7, leaving a balance of Sjl'J in 
thu hands of tho Treasurer. Tho report 
of the Sabbath School is likewise very 
encouraging. 

Boous Money.— Tho Globe cautions tho 
public to bo on their guard against receiv- 
ing bogus Canadian half-dollar piocos 
which aro in circulation The false coin 
is made of very hard metal, and lias a 
closo resemblance to tho genuine.

The Commissioners are instructed simply 
to receive evidence, to compel witnesses 
to appear before them, to give testimony 
under oath, and, after all the ovidenco is 
taken, then submit the evidence, without 
report or comment, to the Parliament of 
Canada, which will bo summoned imme- 
diately their labours cease, for the pur- 
poso of finally disposing of the case 
against the Government."

The letter was read amid 
many interruptions, (I must say that this 
letter was somewhat out of place for u 
Churchwarden to write to a Clergyman 
whether ho deserved it or not,) both by 
Clergyman and Churchwarden, A pro- 
position was made that Mr. Fisher be no 
longer considered a Churchwarden, tho 
legality of which Mr. Fisher protested 
against, but the Rev. Mr. Jenns informed 
the meeting that it was not out of order, 
as the Church was not governed by tho 
rubrics of the Established Church, but 
on (he same principle as the Presbyterian 
Church, which was much doubted by 
somo. Mr. Fisher .spoke somewhat elo- 
quently on this subject, saying there was 
not one word in that letter ho would re- 
cant. A new Churchwarden (Mr. Brook- 
man) was appointed by the Officers of tho 
Fleet, tho books being snatched from Mr. 
Fisher by tho Vicar; but were returned 
to him' again. I am not satisfied as to 
who is Churchwarden, as Mr. Brookman 
will not take that position at present. 

I hope tho parishoners will have no 
more trouble in this matter.

To Nanaimo and Back 



Mu. Editor: — To many of your read- 
ers any account I can give of a trip to 
Nanaimo and back will probably poss- 
ess little either of novelty or interest; 
and yet to those who have never been 
irtrie domains of King Coal, or who 
have, like the present writer, been 
there for the first time, the case may- 
be slightly different. By giving me a 
little space in your valuable columns 
you may bo contributing to the crea- 
tion of an increased interest in a local- 
ity and resource which must net an im- 
portant part in the history of the 
British Pacific. 

Of the trip from Victoria to Nanaimo 
I shall say nothing more than merely 
remark that, performed on tho Emma, 
so ably commanded by Capt. Lucky (a 
name of good omen, the render will 
say), it was a most ngre cable one. 
Passing through a magnificent archi- 
pelago, thescenery is gorgeously beau- 
tiful and would of itself well repay the 
outlay. 

Arriving in the ample harbor of Nan- 
aimo, one cannot but feel impressed 
with premonition of future greatness. 
Such a harbor cannot remain long un- 
used. Nor will it; for a visit on shore 
soon 'convinces one that there lies tho 
real sourse of wealth and power on tho 
North Pacific. A stroll through tho 
lively town (lively by comparrjson) re- 
veals healthy, honest, cheerful faces, 
reminding one more forcibly than any- 
thing I have seen out of my nntive 
country of an English town. Stores, 
too, there arc, which would do no dis- 
credit to an <dd country town, whether 
as regards the architectural pretensions 
of the buihlingor the quality and quan- 
tity of the goods within; and the best 
of all is, there aro plenty ot good cus- 
tomers waiting to bo served by busy 
shopmen. There aro also excellent 
public houses, presided over by good- 
natured and attentive hosts and host- 
esses, where the most fastidious may 
find good cheer and comfortable lodg- 
ings. The dwellings, loo, aro moroor 
less indicative of substantial comfort; 
somo of them oven making just preten- 
sions to no inconsiderable architectural 
beauty. Of theso latter, tho beautiful 
new dwelling erected for R, Dunnmuir 



Esq.. tho popular and enterprising dis- 
coverer, and principal owner as well as 
sole manager of the Wellington coal 
mines, js not the least noticeable. 
Standing on an eminence it strikes the oye 
of tho visitor and is, indeed, an ornament 
and a credit to thotown. But JSVBRYWHKRp 
evidences of bustle and prosperity meet 
the eye. And what is the secret of nil 
thie? It is when ono descends iuto tho 
bowels of mother earth, into tho coal 
mines dark Mid dank that ono discovers 
tho secret of it all. Down, down; away, 
away, miles, I was going to say, tin tier 
ground and one sees the secret chamber 
where King Coal holds his Eteeuti\o 
Couueils, But it is not alone in Nanaimo 
proper, and in the Douglas Pitt that the 
sablo monnrel, reigns. Proceeding to 
Newcastle Island, i found twominesopen, 
one of w hich in particular gives promises 
of a groat future output; and the numer- 
ous new buildings for bousing the honost 
miners indicate the osrnest enterprise of 
the managers. Proceeding still onward 
to the head of Departure Bay, a splendid 
sheet of sheltered water where half the 
navies of the world might Ho at anchor, 
the wharf and shuto of tbe Wellington 
Mines aro seen. Passing over somo three 
miles of excellent tramway, soon to bo 
converted into a railway with the iron 
horse propelled by steam snorting over it, 
you arrive at the Wellington or Duns- 
muir mines. Hero you observe the same 
evidence' of busy industry; and here, too, 
you moot with the same hearty hospitality 
and friendly welcome. Here I mot old 
friends and familiar faces and a right 
hearty welcome. Having availed myself 
of their generous hospitality .and bounti- 
fully supplied the wants of the inner man, 
I sallied forth to "do" tho Wellington 
Mines. Mr. Diinsinuir conducted me 
over tho works and imported information 
with a roady cheerfulness and affability 
which made, me feel quite at home. Upon 
enqairy as to whether sufficient food for 
man and boast was produced in the coun- 
try around, Mr. Dunsinuir ronlied "No. 
I do not know what you;, ideas are in ro- 
ped to the railway terminus being at 
Esquimalt: but I think it a great farce 
mid a public wrong thai tho land should 
be locked up against pre-emption upon 
such n pretext as driving the first stako 
ami drinking four bottles of champagne, 
and calling that the commencement of 
construction." Tho writer was obliged to 
admit the force of tho remark. 

Bidding Mr. Dunsinuir good, bye I re- 
turned on footthroughthecouutry, arrived 
in town and partook of tho excellent 
cheer offered at tho Miner's Hotel starting 
for Victoria at !) o'clock in tho evening, 
on the Emma, with tho Black Diamond, 
laden with diamonds of that ilk intow, 
thorough- convinced that tho full impor- 
tance and prosperity of Nanaimo have 
boon hut little understood, by most of us.

l. The City Surveyor shall execute all survoy! and 
prepare nil plans and specifications of works from 
time lo time required by the Mayor and Council of tin, 
Bail" City, and superintend, direct and inspect all such 
works, subject to the approval and control of the said 
Major and Council. 

'J. The City Surveyor shall also carefully compile 
ami prepare rroin time to time a record of all surveys 
and plans bo oxecuted aud prepared by him, for the 
use of the Mayor and Council! and all such records, 
KurveyB and plans, nnd thefleld notes relating thereto 
shall be tho property of the Corporation. 

3. Tin Engineer of the Waterworks shall execute 
Burveys and prepare all plans and specifications of 
works required In the construction, maintenance or 
Improvement of the Waterworks, and superintend, di- 
rect nnd Inspect all such Works, subject to tho In- 
structions of the Water Commissioner.
